Finds of the Month 





Bring what you found in September and October to this meeting 
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Auerbach's 75" Anniversary Booklet of 1939 
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TIE KNUTSFORD HOTEL, named in honor of Lord Knutsford, 
famous English traveler, was the finest in the West and 
internationally known in its day. It was occupied by Auerbach's 
store in 1912, and replaced by the Center theater building, 
finest in the Intermountain West, in 1937. 


THIS NORTHEAST CORNER of State and Broadway was the 
site of the first irrigation by Anglo-Saxons in America. The 
advance group of the first pioneer party broke a plow in the 
hard ground at their camp. William Carter then went north 
to the branch of City Creek at this corner, dammed the stream, 
turning the water onto the ground, and then plowed the first 
half-acre in Utah. Thus irrigation began, the foundation of 
agriculture in the arid West. 


SMALL LOG COTTAGE, first home on the Knutsford corner, 


occupied at one time by Ann Eliza Webb, who was iater 
married to Brigham Young. 


OLD MEAT MARKET 
.. . built in the middle 
of the street at the 
intersection of First 
South and Main... 
with stalls selling meat, 
fish, butter, eggs, 
cheese, milk, vegetables 
: and a blacksmith 
stall for shoeing horses, 
mules and oxen. 





JETER CLINTON HOUSE, on'y 
hotel ever ouilt on the shore o* 
Great Salt Lake, located just wes* 
of Garfield, famous as a bathing 
resort in the 70's. Bathers ware 
modest long-sleeved, long-skirted 
bathing suits, hats and black 
stockings. 


GARFIELD PAVILION . . . for 
dancing, picnics and bathing... . 
built near Black Rock. Stake anc 
Ward picnic outings to Garfield 
Beach were memorable events. 
The 'Gartieid,"’ excursion steam- 
boat, made regular sightseeing 
trips to Antelope and Bird Islands.
